I*\)r insfaiuM^ : In ('hiiu^se 
a man (reasi^H lo be a man if you 
chaii>{« l/lie tono of the V'oi(;e in 
nfttu'inu tlie word, and may become 
atlisi^ase, a iiiKhlinpile, or a (^ari'ol. 
One tone, Hiid one only, ex|U'csses 
man.

Charles Wesl<>y Van Tasstdl wjis 
b(un in Kllcnvillc, New York, on 
May I'JIh, ISi:{, the <nily son of 
William and Levina Van Tassell. 
lie was a descendant on the paternal 
side of the Von Tex a Is who came to 
America: from llolliind some two 
hundred years agi>, and settled al 
Philipse Manor, near Tarrytown, 
N<'W York, lie was a> lineal de- 
scendant cd' John Van Tassell, born 
in IT:!;', who servetl in tin* Krench 
war and who was also a soltlii>r of 
the Kevolntion. His great-granil- 
fallu'r, Slepli<«n Van Tass(dl, born 
in 17;J7, entered tin* Am(>rican ser- 
vice as a volunU>er, about the lirst 
of May, I77H, at Tarrytown, in Ihe 
pompiiny of Caplain Abrani Ladieu, 
and was at the ballh> <)f White 
Plains. In 17T7, he re-cnlisted 
and was at the Young's House 
lighl. Again in iTSb he enlistcil in 
th(< Continental line, under Colonel 
Hughes ; was takon prisoner in 
April, 1780, ('(Uiveyetl lo New York, 
and c(Hifined in the old Sugar 
House prison, 

Inde«>tl the forefathers of Prof. 
Van Tassidl were one of Ihe must 
numerous and conspicuous families 
of the Manorial peiii>d, ami wer(> 
the very inn>ersonation of s(un«> of 
its nu>st inark(>d characteristics. 
The blood of Thov was in I heir 
veins, and their struggle for fre«>- 
dom in Krieslai\d had made then\ 
verilable sons of Mars ; <luring 
lli(« IJcvolutionary War they w<>re 
ovei i IK the fore front <d" llu> lighl. 
His own faliier, who still lives at 
the age of eighty-four, showiMl this 
martial disregani of danger, for 
although not a soldier, h«> served 
for many years on the inelropoli- 
laii p(dicc force. Probably for Ihe 
lai'k ol hearing. Prof. \an Tasscdl 
was Ihe direct aulilhesis of all this 
warlike spirit. In his nature he 
was gentle, ]teHceful, courteous, 
disinclined lo contention, kindly 
disposed, and benevoh^nt in all his 



relations with his pnpils and eon- 
I reres. 

He becmiu> dt^.-if. fi'iua sci'ofiil/k, 
at tlu> early age of one year, 
but owing to Ihe law as it existed 
at Ih.il time, he was unable to re- 
ceive instruction in an instiiulion 
until he had rea<'hed th(> age of 
twelve. Nevi^rl ludess, he made 
some jirogress in knowl(>dg(>, and 
was nol totally delicient upon en- 
tering .school. In ISfiA, he was en- 
t(>reil as a iuii»il at tJi« New York 
Instiiulion, and was place<1 in a 
ol.'iss'of beginners, under the late 



ed by experience. His labors were 

I'lnv.'iidcd by the success which such 
a (M)mbinalion of qualities coidd 
not fail to secure. As has been 
sjiid, to him was habitually assign- 
ed Hit* duly of taking (dasscs 
through their first, three years, an<l 
soj)eif(>cl was Ihe foundation he 
laid in iienm.-mship, hinguage, ex- 
actness of <'omiirehension, and in 
manners and moials, that lh<> pupil 
was indeed foiiunatt> who Ciimc 
und<>r his instruction. He \iossess- 
cd that special pow(>r by means of 
which he washable to stimnlai(> life 
minds of pu- 
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Prof. Angus. He made rapid i 
strides, and tipon rea<<hing the 
High Cla.ss, such was his natural 
ability as a teacher, that he was 
employed part of tln> timt> as a 
monilorial teacher. This kcj)! 
him from his .studies lo an extent, 
and had much to ilo with the loss 
of Ihe highest honois of the class, 
lb' graduated in IS*!'), recM^ving the 
pi i/.t> foi' sciiMHilic, analylic and 
malhcmalical studies. Ilefore 
leaving for the vacation he had 
been a|>pointi'd a temporary teach- 
er, but did not regularly enter 
upon his duties. He wt'iit to his 
home at l"'ll(>nville. New York, and 
remainiMl there working as a print- 
er. In May, K^fili, he w.is recalled 
to th(> In.s'titulion by Dr. H. P. 
Pe<'t and appointed a teacher, hav- 
ing as his lirst charge division C, 
of the .luvenile Class, the iikmu- 
bers of which hatl been in school 
frimi two lo nine numths, and was 
composed of V(>ry small children. 
Thus al Ihe very beginning of his 
professional career, Piof. Van Tas- 
M«dl began laying the foundation of 
a reputation which ev<>r remained 
with him I'oi skill, ability and dili- 
gcnc»> in tea(diing backward ptipils 
and those of lender years. .\nd of 
him it m.iy truly lu> sai<l no l<>a<d»- 
er was ever moi"e lalxuiiuis. more 
faithful, OP nuue successful. The 
number of young children who 
have pas.sed under his instruction 
to lh<\ more advanced classes, and 
lhenc(> to higher honors, sullicienl- 
ly conlirms this ol»servati«)n. 

In IH7I, when the younger mai«> 
pui)ils w«>rt> place<l by theins(dves 
in Ihe building known as the 
" Mansion House," Prof Van Ta-s- 
sell was ft natural selection as one 
of the two tea<diers l(«» take charge 
of th(>in, and with the exception of 
the few years, during which the 
juvenile d(>pailm<Mit was al Tarry- 
Utwu, he has taught at the " Man- 
sion " ever since. In his work he 
showed wondeiful faithfulness and 
conseit'nliousne.«s, uniting a zeal 
born (d" knowledg«>, and a skill ori- 
ginating in inlelligence and perfcct-

one time held th(> oflice of vice- 
president. llt> was also a member 
of the Order of Klecl Surds fioni ils 
orgiini/.alion till ils dis.solution, and 
at various times, was connected 
with the (^allaudet Club, Ihe Fan- 
wood Quad Club, ami later, Ihe 
League of Kh'cl Surds, 

In (>arly manhood, while a teach- 
er at the Institution, he published 
.Vo»' n>n1 TIkii,- a liHl<> sheet of 
institution news, which appeared 
irivgularly, but was of gival inler- 
chI to the instil ulitm household. In 
IS70 he married MissClolilde Lyon, 
a graduate of the High Class id Ihe 
same year as him.self. The union 
has bei'U blessed with three chil- 
dren, two sons, W'illiam H. and 
C'harles WN'sley, .Ir., who hold re- 
sponsible positions in the institu- 
tion, and a daughl(>r, Clotilde. 

His was a noble p»>rson, tall and 
well-built, anil thost> who knew him 
r(>call his erect, lirm step, giving 
evidence of (he early physical 
strength, whi<'h made him famous 
in his school days for his prowess on 
the ball Held and in the school boat. 
Thought not very advanced in 
years, his white beard and high 
fondieatl gave him a patriartdial 
appearance, which was enhanced 
by his courteous smile ami gentle 
inaniu'rs lo all with whom he came 
in ctuitacl. 

He generally talked slowly, or 
rather answ»>red deliberately ; not, 
however, because his mind was not 
active, but be«'ause it, was exact. 
He was unwilling to say anything, 
till he could say the right thing 
His mind was dear. His thoughts 
were well delincd and lucid. He 
never attempted to expwss an idea 
till it was fully in pt)s.session of his 



own mind. He knew clearly what 
he knew ; and also knew what he 
did not know. That is, he saw 
distinctly what, lo his mind, was 
known, jiud what was nnknowu, 
ami between what was certain and 
what was doubtful. And these 
clearly delincd limits he scrupul- 
ously rcgardcil in his teaching.' It 
has been the good fortune of the 
writer of this sketch to have often 
discussed with him knotty points 
on the teaching of very young deaf 
children, and he can testily to his 
thorough untlerslandiug of this 
phase of iustrui't-ion. He had 
strongly d«>veli>ped his faculty of 
order. Kvci-ylhing he did he dii! it 
systematically. He had a place for 
everything and everythiiij: in its 
()la(*<>, nol only in his classroom, 
but in his mind and in all his 
mental developments. Possessing 
these intellectual (piabtics, and 
having, until ivcenlly, uniformly 
good lM>all.li, he became an accom- 
l>lishcd tiatdu'r in his pariicular 
line. 

He early unile<l with the Epis- 
copal <'hur<*h, anil for several ycjirs 
w;ts a lay reader connecicd 
with the Church Mission to Deaf- 
MiilCN. Cherl>liing Ihe sinnijiest 
inler«'st in promoting tlu' cause of 
religion :inil sound moi'als among 
the deaf<he gave to the missiim Ihe 
benelil of his intluence, his per 
siiasive powei-s, and his ardent and 
coiistani support. 

He died as he had lived — pe.Hce- 
ful, yi"! nol dcjpoiiding ; contideiit. 
yet nol bo.istful. Very gr.-iiiiiall\ 
for successive weeks did his 
.slrciiglh wear away. Throuvh all 
his illness, even when the flaggim; 
of nature ,-«'euM>d lo preclude both 
sireiiglh and emotion, his trust in 
the Invisible w;is uiiw.avering. 
(ienll,\ and iteacefuUx passed his 
spiiii In ils liiuil rest, and the 
silcMCi' of his life's pilgrimage was 
exchanged for Ihe sont;S of glory !

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F.ver since the stale boanl of con 
trolc came into power, it h>is been 
made the butt of all kinds of critic- 
ism at the hands of the press. It 
h.'is been praised on one hand for 
the good it has dtnie and repi'ove<1 
on the other for things it has not 
(lone that ought to be done.

His name is 
Charles K. Dolaii. When I asked 
him liow a deaf in.'in could li<^ a 
driver, he ri^plicd : " Well, I've 
been at il ten yi^ars, .'ind that I .ini 
still .'ilive makes your ipicstion im 
pertinent. I look out' fur those in 
front of me ; those behind look oiil 
forme. Crossing tracks I us(< my 
eyes as others do, as ears are of 
little use in sm-h cases." 

"Hut," I asked, "supposing a 
lire eiigini^ comes roariiiix behind 
you and ringing loudly for Ihe 
right of w;iy?" 

" Oh," he s.'iiil. " il lot of people 
a block )ili(>;id will be looking 
around and I natnnilly follow suit." 
This ipiite siilistied me .\flev a 
moment's jiause, h(> asked nu> if I 
rode )i bicycle and when I hiid an- 
swered iillirniatively, he started to 
ask liow I could do it. The sub 
jcct was thus speedily disposed ot 
and we repjiired to (•ooliglian's for 
an ice crt»am soda. 

Jacob Scliailin, adeaf-mute, who 
recently came into newspjiper noto- 
riety llirougli being made the di'- 
fendiinl in a breacli of proiiiiM' 
suit, also drives a wagon. He goes 
through the thickest ptirt of Hie 
city delivering siiulT to Iradi's peo- 
ple, bill when I iisked him !i year 
or two ago, he replied curtly : "Oh, 
ciisy," and gentling upon his. sts-il, 
lookiAg around and pulling on the 
reins, he was off. H»> is still driv- 
ing to-day, and perhai>8 there are 
oliiers of his class. 

Perhaps tlu>re is iin advant.air<' in 
having deaf drivers.

The 
number of fingers raised shows the 
niiniber of bushels it is desired to 
buy or sell. There arc also a 
number of motlirictilions wliiidi 
show to the eye «»f the expert the 
price at which Ihe wheat is offered 
or the amount bid for it. These 
symbols arc somewhiit eomplieated, 
however, and it requires a careful 
triiining to tJiorotighly undei.stand 
them. The use of the sign lan- 
guage in transactions on the board 
has stood the lest of theeourls, and 
has been held as binding as though 
the olTer and iici-eptiince had been
